Deficiency in Reserves. 


In connection with the rates on 


money, which recently have been 
soaring, the Comptroller simply ob- 
serves that the rates were normal up 
to August with a tightening of the 
money market thereafter. According 
to the last condition report, Septem- 
ber 4, the Comptroller points out that 
New York and Chicago were slightly' 
deficient in the amount of their legal 
reserves and St. Louis slightly exces- 
sive. Banks in the major portion of 
other reserves cities were also slight- 
ly deficient, but the country banks 
maintained an excess of the legal re- 
quirements. 


Less than 70 per cent of the total 


amount of national bank notes which 
the national banks might circulate un- 
der the law has been issued.

report,

banks might increase their circula- 
tion by $321,927,060, Mr. Murray says. 


Pay Large Dividends.

The 'net 'earn- 
ings of $149,056,603, were equivalent 
to S.59 per cent of the capital and 
surplus. During the last 43 .years the, 
banks have paid 'an average annual 
dividend of 9.17 per cent on the capi- 
tal stock.

CO-OPERATIVE CREDIT 


PLAN FOR FARMERS 


Wisconsin May Take First Step in 


Problem Which is Now Consid- 


ered of National Scope. 
[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE.] 


Madison, Wis., 
Dec. 16.—Easier 


methods for the borrowing of money 
by farmers 
o£ Wisconsin 
may be 


open to them should the next legisla- 
ture adopt a co-operative credit plan, 
a bill for which is now being drawn. 
The state board of public affairs is 
back of the project. It will be one of 
the first subjects to come up for dis- 
cussion after the organization of the 
two houses on Jan. 8, and its early 
passage would probably give Wiscon- 
sin distinction as the first state to 
provide co-operative credit for farm- 
ers. 


The subject has been exhaustively 


investigated 
by the 
public 
affairs 
boardd, so that bills will be in shape 
for immediate consideration. At the 
recent conference of governors at 
Richmond, Va., the subject was one 
o£ the important topics on the pro- 
gram, and upon invitation of Presi- 
dent Taft the governors visited Wash- 
ington to talk over with him the pla.n 
oE co-operative credit for rural com- 
munities. 


The idea back oE the Wisconsin 


plan is briefly outlined in a statement 
by the state board of public affairs 
just issued, which declares that "the 
farmers deserve as much considera- 
tion in the matter of obtaining work- 
ing capital at reasonable rates as do 
any other business men," and pre- 
dicts that, "no sooner will the farmers 
awaken to the true situation, than 
they will make an effective demand 
for improvement." 


"Co-operative credit has proven of 


unusual interest during the last few 
years " said Robert A. Campbell, sec- 
retary of the board, in. a letter ex- 
plainning the part .which. Wisconsin 
is playing in the investigation of the 
subject in other countries. "The 
bankers' associations of the several 
states have discussed rural credit at 
nearly all of their association meet- 
ings and have recently sent delegates 
abroad to study the organization and 
management of co-operative societies 
in- Rurone . The department of state 
at Washington, working through the 
consular service, has for some time 
been collecting valuable material and 
information 
on this subject.

First payments of 1912 real estate, 


personal property, and income taxes 
were made to the City Treasurer 
this morning... Business puen'ed up 
triskly, a number pi' people calling 
early to make payments, and numer- 
ous others telephoning for, iinforma- 
tion as to the amounts charged against 
their property. 
Income taxes must 


be paid first and the receipt shown 
at the 'income tax window. -AH who 
.are assessed for income tax, includ- 
ing those whose payment of a person- 
al property tax receipt will offset its 
payment, are. entitled to a special in- 
come tax receipt. 
Although it is the 


income 
'for 1911 that is assessed, 


payment on it can be offset in whole 
or in part only by by presenting a 
receipt for the payment of 1912. per- 
sonal property taxes. 
The receipts 


for 1911 personal property have noth- 
,ing to do with the income tax. 


In cases where a man is assessed 


on. his income, and a company of 
'which he is the sole proprietor is 
assed a personal property tax, it is 
necessary for him to pay both the per- 
sonal property and the income taxes. 
There is no way by which he can re- 
ceive an offset on the payment of his 
income tax. At least one instance of 
this kind has been found on the tax 
roll.,' The man, a mamifacturer, is 
taxed $37.50 on his income, and com- 
pany of which he is presumably the 
sole owner, 'is taxed $104.SG on per- 
sonal property. 


Tax-payers, on learing the respec- 


tive amounts of their personal prop- 
erty and income taxes, must not de- 
duct the personal property tax from 
the amount of the income tax an'd 
send a check for the balance.

Smaller Bills Are 
Now Planned by 


Treasury Artists Who Will 


Completely Revolutionize 


System. 


As a result of a successful experi- 


ment in connection 
witli the papei 


money lie prints for the Philippines, 
Uncle Sam has decided to remodel bis 
own currency. 
The announcement 


that greenbacks will be made smaller, 
six inches, long and two and a half 
inches wide, will be greeted with ap- 
probation by Janesville bankers and 
business men generally 
throughout 


the country. The proposed 
changes 


also includes new designs and other 
important modifications. 


A tremendous amount of paper 
is 


used by the government in manufaC' 
turing money. 
Paper of all kinds as 


is generally known, costs more than 
ever before in the history of the coun- 
try. Reducing the size of the bill 
will mean the use of less paper and, 
of course 'a' big saving for the govern- 
ment on that item alone,. 
Being oil a 


more convenient size and shape than 
the present currency the new bills will 
require less folding than those now in 
use, and therefore, they should 
last 


longer, which will mean still another 
reduction in the cost oC production. 
Furthermore 
certain 
uniformities, 


which will be explained further on will 
afford greater protection than hereto- 
fore, it is believed, against counter- 
"eiters. 


Strange to say, the treasury depart- 


ment'never-thought of changing the 
currency in any material degree for a 
a century or more. 
When it became 


lecessary to furnish a money supply 
for our insular possessions, however, 
t was decided to experiment. Act- 
ng on the suggestion of the Insular 
Bureau, made about a dozen years ago, 
the bureau of printing and engraving, 
which is under the control of the trea- 
sury departemnt designed a paper cur- 
ency of a reduced size. The Philip- 
pine model gave so much satisfaction 
.hat the government finally decided to 
use a model as a basis for our own 
currency. 


Artists are .now perfecting a set'of 


designs 
recommended by 
experts. 


After the designs have been given offi- 
cial sanction, plates will be made, and 
twenty tons of the new paper money 
nanul'actured. 
Sometime during the 


lext two years when it is expected 
the old supply will be exhausted, the 
lew bills will be in circulation. 


Same Faces on All Bills of a Kind. 
Washington's face will' appear upon 


everyone of the new dollar bills, re- 
•ardless of -whether they are United 
States notes, gold certificates, or na- 
ional bank nates. The face of Lin- 
coln will be printed on every bill oE 


five-dollar denomination. 
So that 


n the near" future, it may not be un- 
isual to hear a laborer say he gets 
two Washirigtons" a day, or for one 
nan to say another, "Will you lend me 
Lincoln?" 
The one-dollar bill is our most popu-

It is thought byj many experts in 


postal matters that the creation of a 
one cent letter rate by congress at 
its coming session1 would mean 
so 


much additional business that the ex- 
tra revenue derived would easily care 
for the expenses of the department 
under the- lower1-rate. 


One of the strongest believers in 


tli one cent-, letter propaganda is John 
AVanamaker, former, postmaster .gen- 
era! and noted merchant whose mam- 
moth stores in. Philadelphia and New 
York are known to millions of Ameri- 
ans who have visited them.. Mr. 
Wanamaker is of the belief that a one 
cent letter postage rate should be in- 
augurated at -once. 


"I am a firm believer in one cent 


letter postage," declares Mr. Wana- 
maker, ."and think the government 
would have a larger revenue from it 
after the first -two years than it has 
at present from 
two cent postage, 


when people had time to realize the 
facilities' afforded for communication 
with each other." 


John Wanamaker is probably one 


of the best versed men in America on. 
costal 
problems. ',He 
was 
United, 


ta'tes postmaster 'general beginning 
:he year 3.889 under President Benj. 
rTarrtson and made a deep study of 
:he situation. This statement coming 
Irom a man of such mature udgment 
s hailed with considerable satisf.ac- 
;km by the promoters of the campaign 
tor one cent letter postage. 


That a definite demand for one cent 


e.tter postage will be made at the 
coming session of congress is now 
evident. Thousands of business men 
throughout the country are joining 
.he National One Cent Letter Postage 
association which has its headquar- 
;ers 
at Cleveland, O., and which is 


conducting a campaign for one cent 
etter rate, 
A new bill providing for 


one cent postage will be introduced 
n congress early in the session and a 
determined effort-is to be made to se- 
cure its passage. Hundreds of com- 
mercial organizations, and other bod- 
es have indorsed the campaign and 
ire working with the postage associa- 
ion in the effort to secure a lower 
•ate. 


XTnder . present 
conditions it 
is 


ilaimed that first-class mail is paying 
i surplus to the government of nearly 
$70000,000 a year.- Although it re- 
quires two cents to- mail a letter any- 
where in the United States, it is esti- 
mated that it actually costs the gov- 
ernment about one cent to carry it. 
At the present time the department 
receives on letter mail 
an average 


revenue of S4c per pound, equal to 
$1G80 per ton. 
Although this first- 


class mail 
supplies less than one- 


eighth of the'total1 tonnage' of the' 


mails, yet it pays 75 per cent o£ the 
total revenue. This is the chief rea- 
son why the advocates of one ceni 
postage assert the present rate shoulc 
be cut in two. 


It is clfiimed by the advocates'for 


one cent postage, that business men 
would have their postage accounts cut 
exactly in hall: were the new rate in- 
augurated. 
At the present time an 


enormous deficit is caused in second- 
class mail—the periodical, literature— 
through the carriage to extreme points 
throughout 
the country, 
of heavy 


magazine mail. 
Periodicals are car- 


ried throughout the breadth of. the 
land for one cent per pound, or $20 a 
ton as compared to $1630 per ton, 
which business men pay on their let- 
ters. 


Before the United States); supreme 


court, about Dec. 1, Solicitor General 
Bullitt upheld the right of the govern- 
ment to stipulate the -conditions un- 
der which mail shall be carried.
